The num ber of 
amperes is its volume.

moving w ith a 
speed or voltage of 18 5,000 m iles per 
second strik es the eye w ithout injury, 
but if the molecule bad a w eight or 
unpeiago of one tw o-thousandth part 
of a grain it would have the same effect 
as an ounce ball moving 1,000 feet per 
second. Any num ber of “ am peres” with* 
out voltage would bo a (lead engine m a 
roundhouse.

There ar« * various ways of treating 
wood floors, but the best way is to wax 
them. M any preparations are sold ready 
for use, but if one happens to be w here 
these are not readily procurable the fol­ 
lowing polish is said to m ak e a goixl 
sub stitute: 
Cut common white beeswax into thin 
shavings and pour turpentine over until 
well covered. Let the preparation stand 
overnight, by which time tin* beeswax 
| will be soft. .Stir it into a smooth paste 
j anfI add turpentine until it is the con- 
| sisteney of thin cream. It is then ready 
for use. 
Before applying wipe the floor 
i clean with a dry d oth, and if there are 
I itny spots on it tak e them off with tur- 
j pentine or benzine. Never use w ater on 
; a floor that is to he polished. Apply the 
. wax with a flannel « loth, being careful 
j to put on but little at a time, in order 
to avoid a surfeit of stiek iness. Rub the 
j polish well into the wood with a rough 
piece of flannel until it shines lik e fur­ 
niture. 
I ulegs thi* floor suffers rough 
usage it will remain bright for six 
| months. 
Dust it by putting a piece of 
| iiuimd over tie* I » room and sweeping, 
j If, utter long use and many waxings, 
j the floor should seem stick y and dirty, 
1 clean it with turpentine. 
Seme people prefer simply to oil a 
floor. An oiled floor should begone over 
evt ry week or two. 
Even then the dust 
stick s to it, and it soon becomes dull. 
It- anything other than wax is desired, 
it is Ik tter to oil and then varnish tip* 
floor. Another means of polishing is to 
nppl} u coating of size, followed hy one 
oi walnut or oak stain and subsequent­ 
ly by a third coating of varnish. In any 
ca e let the polish harden for 24 hours 
before the floor is used.

Scrubbing: by M achinery . 
rfomebody lias invented a machine to 
scrub tin* floors of houses. As described 
in the Industrial World, this machine 
is something lik i 
a lawn mower and 
inns on four wheels. 
Above tbe two 
iiont wheels is a tank which contains 
clean w ater that may «>f course be heat­ 
ed it necessary. 
The water is supplied 
to rotary brushes at (In* bottom of the 
machine, and these, revolving in an < p- 
posite direction to the motion of the 
machine itself, scrub the floor. The dirt 
and water are carried into another tank 
over tin* two back 
w h e e ls . 
The wiping apparatus consists of an 
endless band of absorbent material made 
especially for the purpose. This band is 
pressed on tin* floor by rotary brushes 
so that tin* cloth accommodates itself 
to tin 
inequalities of the floor. The 
cloth is rinsed and squeezed out auto­ 
matically as it leaves the floor and pass­ 
es through the tank at the hack . 
It is 
not necessary to sweep the floor befor» 
scrubbing.

A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 
miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessels as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not tli« * sort of thing one is lik ely 
to forget, and yet that was one of the 
results of the Krak atoa eruption, tin* 
port being Telok Iietcnng, in Suuda 
straits. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supreme effort of 
nature in the pumice mak ing line were 
it not that such immense q uantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea— a queer 
place for pumice stone. 
But pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. 
It is 
only the air cavities in it rliat mak e if 
light, and as it floats it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. 
Most of the 
pumice we us« * in Europe comes from 
tin* Lipari islands, north of ¡Sicily, “ the 
home of Vulcan, ” whence Vulcano as 
tin* name of one of them, and our “ vol­ 
cano” as descriptive of the natural fea­ 
ture of which it is the type. 
Here arc 
the pumice quarries—at Monte Chirica 
and its crater* Monte Belataand Forgia 
Vecehia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work in the narrow tunnels and galler­ 
ies, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. 
Th« * whole hillside is perforated 
w ith groups of these tunnels, which 
number between 200 and 300 and arc s«> 
narrow that the men can hardly pass 
each other in them. And just as coal is 
found in beds alternated w ith sandstone 
and shale, so tin* pumice is in layers be­ 
tween harder lavas and ashes. —Leisure 
Hour.
